WASHINGTON (AP) — Gov­ 
ernm ent 
statistics 
being 
an­ 
nounced 
today 
show 
that in­ 
flation in 1974 was the worst in 
28 years. 
The cost of living for the first 
11 months of the year was up 
11.4 per cent and the December 
increase is expected to push the 
over all rise for the year into 
the 12 per cent range — the 
sharpest rise since World War 
II price controls ended in 1946 
and the worst in any period un­ 
related to war. 
W artim e controls were lifted 
in July 1946 and prices soared 
18.2 per cent that year. Since 
the government began m easur­ 
ing consum er prices in 1913, the 
largest increase ever recorded 
during peacetim e was 11.6 per

W ar I.

Although recent attention on menaces to our youth has 
been focused primarily on more exotic types of drugs, the 
cigarette — that familiar old killer — has made startling 
inroads against the health and well-being of the younger 
generation. 
The federal government’s National Clearinghouse for 
Smoking and Health reports that, over the past five years, 
the number of male smokers between 12 and 18 years of 
age has increased slightly. During the same time, 
however, the number of female smokers of corresponding 
age has almost doubled — from 8 to 15 per cent. 
One key reason for this alarming rise in smoking among 
young women no doubt is the glamor attributed to the 
deadly habit by cigarette manufacturers. Although 
television advertising of cigarettes is thankfully a thing of 
the past, large colorful ads extolling the pleasures of the 
weed are a standard fare of most major publications. 
Despite the health warnings that by law appear both on 
cigarette packages and on printed ads, these seductive 
blandishments obviously are effective. 
A recent opinion survey by the U.S. Public Health 
Service, for example, turned up these responses among 
smoking teenagers: 70 per cent think it is a “sm art” thing 
to do, while the other 30 per cent think it is “stupid” ; half 
of the smoking teens believe students who smoke are more 
popular; 52 per cent of the young smokers feel that 
cigarettes help them enjoy life more. 
Some encouraging attitudes were also revealed in the 
survey however: 72 per cent don’t think smoking 
cigarettes makes a teenager feel grownup; half of the 
respondents hope their future children won’t follow their 
smoking example; and 68 per cent agreed that smoking 
harms their sports ability. 
Scientific evidence has long since proved conclusively 
that cigarette smoking is a major contributor to diseases 
of the heart, respiratory and circulatory systems. 
Although such facts are difficult to convey meaningfully to 
young people — most of whom seem to think they’ll live 
forever — it is essential that the Nation’s government and 
educational systems try harder than ever to do so.

one time. A red cell spends only a 
fraction of a second in the lung, 
where it absorbs oxygen and 
speeds off to other parts of the 
body. Red blood cells have to be 
incredibly fast and efficient. Each 
red call lasts about four months, 
and is then replaced by a fresh, 
new one. Every second, three 
million of these oxygen-bearers 
die. But every second an equal 
number are born in -- of all places 
- the bone marrow. 
Our bodies are delicate, highly 
complicated 
organisms.

By according the honors of a 
visiting head of state to Palestine 
Liberation Organization chieftain 
Yasir Arafat, the United Nations 
has stamped its imprimatur on 
terrorism as a political policy. 
Indeed, as Arafat reminded the 
delegates 
to

Assembly, many of them were 
once 
considered 
terrorists 
themselves. 
“The difference between the 
revolutionary and the terrorist,” 
he said, “lies in the reason for 
which each fights. For whoever 
stands by a just cause and fights 
for the freedom and liberation of 
his land from the invaders, the 
settlers 
and 
the 
colonialists 
cannot 
possibly 
be 
called 
terrorist.” 
In other words, a good end 
justifies the most thoroughly evil 


means. 
As an “Essay” in a recent issue 
of Time points out. in the past 25 
years, 
terrorism 
has 
been 
essential to the birth of many of 
the 
world's 
now 
sovereign 
nations. 
If it were not for the guerrilla 
war waged by the IRA against the 
British, for example, there might 
be no Republic of Ireland. One of 
the bloodiest campaigns of terror 
in a bloody century was waged by 
the Algerian FLN against the 
French. Even the Jews employed 
terrorism to force the British to 
give up their Palestine Mandate. 
It 
is 
success 
that 
makes 
terrorism respectable, says Time. 
It is quite possible that statues 
will one day be erected to Arafat 
in an independent Palestine. 
Sad though it may seem, the 
magazine concludes, the world 
appears willing to forgive — if not 
forget — most crimes of terrorism 
and to eventually honor those it 
once called criminal. All it asks is 
some assurance that the terrorist 
has washed the blood off his 
hands. 
Only trouble is, the Palestinian 
terrorists have scarcely forsworn 
terrorism, yet they have won 
respectability anyway. The U N. 
delegates seem eager to shake 
their hands, blood and all. 
It is enough to make Americans 
IwI thorough^ ashamed of their 
ancestors. As we approach the 
Bicentennial of our Revolution, 
where in our history are we going 
to find a terrorist to honor, or even 
a single act of terrorism to 
commemorate as a heroic event 
in the struggle for freedom?

“Right. People tend to be 
sympathetic, but you start to feel 
bad vibrations, as if you’ve just 
told them you have a social 
disease.

We’ve been told for 
such a long time that the only 
people in this country who are 
unemployed are those who are 
lazy, shiftless and don’t give a 
damn.

Kellerman said. “It’s relatives as 
well.

I used 
to see my brother-in-law two, 
three times a week. Since I’ve 
been out of work, he’s suddenly 
found himself the busiest guy in 
Maryland. I don’t want anything 
from him, but I guess he feels he 
should offer to help us out, and 
since he obviously doesn’t want to 
the best thing is not to see me. 
“The sad thing is now that I’m 
out of work I have time on my 
hands to see friends and do 
things, but no one wants to see 
me. The only people who are 
really friendly are those you meet 
while you’re standing in the 
unemployment lines. It may be 
my imagination but they seem 
much nicer than people who are 
working." 
“They 
probably 
are.

perhaps people’s attitudes toward 
the unemployed are based on 
fear. Maybe they’re afraid your 
unemployment will rub off on 
them,” I suggested.

The freedom to communicate is 
the very foundation of liberty.

He states that an 
electric company has a deep 
obligation to communicate with 
its customers and those who have 
invested money in its operations, 
and the right to communicate 
must be defended at all cost. As 
this industry spokesman puts it, 
“Utilities, probably more than 
any other type of business or 
industrial 
enterprise, 
are 
dependent on the goodwill of the 
public they serve.” 
The people of the U.S. have the 
biggest 
stake 
in 
continued 
freedom of speech for the electric 
industry. For example, there is a 
growing danger of power shor­ 
tages in 
many 
areas of the 
country. Informed public opinion 
is the only thing that will ensure 
that wise policies are adopted that 
realistically 
protect 
the 
en­ 
vironment but also stop endless 
delay of needed power plant 
construction. The people must 
understand that power plants, to 
supply growing demand, can’t be 
built unless rates for electric 
service are high enough to pay 
the cost of building them, in­ 
cluding a return on the capital 
invested to do the job.

Auto Repairs, Drugs 
and Roaches

W ASH INGTON-The big auto 
makers are trying to make up 
some of their sales losses by 
jacking 
up 
the 
prices 
of 
replacement parts because auto 
owners are repairing their old 
cars rather than buying new 
models. 
We have had access to a private 
industry study, which predicts the 
repair boom will bring in an extra 
$8 billion by 1980. The motorists’ 
repair bills, according to the 
study, will soar from $35 billion to 
$43 billion. 
The rush of motorists to repair 
shops began about four months 
ago. The shops are now raking in 
the money at a rate 12 per cent 
higher than in past years. 
The auto manufacturers are 
trying to squeeze more profit out 
of the repair business, therefore, 
by raising prices on captive parts, 
such as fenders, doors and grills. 
Where there is market com­ 
petition-for such items as spark 
plugs, light bulbs and batteries- 
the prices are holding better. 
The dealers also charge in­ 
dependent shops more for captive

than

themselves. An intricate rebate 
system has been designed to 
benefit the dealers at the expense 
of their customers. 
Some insurance companies are

policyholders by sending them to 
inferior garages known in the 
industry as “enforcer shops,” for 
accident repairs. These do a 
shoddy job but keep down the cost 
to the insurance companies.

BEETLE BAILEY By Mort Walker 
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Fruit Is Popular, Though 
It Smells to Thai Heaven

NONTHABURI, 
Thailand 
(AP) — Each year before the 
big rains a peculiar aroma 
haunts the byways and market­ 
places of Thailand, and people 
flock to buy Durian, the world's 
most precious and pungent 
fruit. 
It’s nothing at this time of 
year for a working man to 
plunk down a week’s wages for 
one big green dragon’s egg 
with a rind like a dinosaur and 
a smell like the Great Dismal 
Swamp. 
The fragrance of Durian al­ 
lows no indifference: you love 
it or you leave the room. 
The rich brimstone musk, 
whispering of depravity and 
month-old eggs, is banned from 
hotels and airplanes, has bro­ 
ken up marriages and is a good 
way to get an elevator to your­ 
self at rush hour. 
But still men will fight and 
steal and travel miles for this 
polecat of the orchard. Durian 
is to fruit what limburger is to 
cheese and pornography to lit­ 
erature. Once seduced the ad­ 
dict sinks without shame into 
lush and expensive gluttony. 
A single prime Durian can 
fetch up to 50 U.S. dollars in 
Bangkok and confer status on 
its owner with the sweet stench 


of success. 
The parsimonious cruise the 
narrow roads of this suburban 
province, noses alert for a bar­ 
gain. For three months a year 
Nonthaburi is stinking rich with 
Durian. 
Here barbed wire, sharp 
bamboo stakes and hedges of 
red hibiscus gird Durian or­ 
chards that earn their owners 
an average 25 U.S. dollars a 
tree. 
“We keep a guard out all 
night during the season but the 
thieves come in trucks and we 
lose some anyway,” says farm­ 
er Pien Hinyu, whose crop this 
year should bring in 15,000 U.S. 
dollars — about 75 times the 
national average income. 
“We eat them every day our­ 
selves, and those we can’t sell 
we give to friends before they 
go bad,” he says. “The money 
isn’t as important as the enjoy­ 
ment.” 
In the countryside a small 
Durian sells for as little as $1 
at the little roadside stands 
where the proprietor will save 
you the lacerous task of splitt­ 
ing the spiny husk and serve 
you a cracked cup of jasmine 
water to wash down your in­ 
vestment. 
The first look inside a Durian 
is dismaying, rather like open­ 


ing a coconut and finding a 
pancreas. But those who can 
survive the smell and the ap­ 
pearance learn first-hand the 
flavor that Western writers for 
centuries 
have 
burst 
their 
metaphors trying to describe. 
Since words cannot hope to 
capture that essence, here is a 
recipe — untested — for do-it- 
yourself tyirian: 
3 bananas 
2 egg yolks 
1 pinch powdered sulfur 
3 tablespoons limburger 
cheese 
1 clove garlic, mashed 
V« lb. cream cheese for body 
1 shoelace for texture. 
Blend ingredients into a cus­ 
tard, mold around a horse 
chestnut and serve with appre­ 
hension.

Fruit Is Popular, Though 
It Smells to Thai Heaven 


By RICHARD BLYSTONE 
NONTHABURI, 
Thailand 
(AP) — Each year before the 
big rains a peculiar aroma 
haunts the byways and market­ 
places of Thailand, and people 
flock to buy Durian, the world’s 
most precious and pungent 
fruit. 
It’s nothing at this time of 
year for a working man to 
plunk down a week’s wages for 
one big green dragon’s egg 
with a rind like a dinosaur and 
a smell like the Great Dismal 
Swamp. 
The fragrance of Durian al­ 
lows no indifference: you love 
it or you leave the room. 
The rich brimstone musk, 
whispering of depravity and 
month-old eggs, is banned from 
hotels and airplanes, has bro­ 
ken up marriages and is a good 
way to get an elevator to your­ 
self at rush hour. 
But still men will fight and 
steal and travel miles for this 
polecat of the orchard. Durian 
is to fruit what limburger is to 
cheese and pornography to lit­ 
erature. Once seduced the ad­ 
dict sinks without shame into 
lush and expensive gluttony. 
A single prime Durian can 
fetch up to 50 U.S. dollars in 
Bangkok and confer status on 
its owner with the sweet stench 


of success. 
The parsimonious cruise the 
narrow roads of this suburban 
province, noses alert for a bar­ 
gain. For three months a year 
Nonthaburi is stinking rich with 
Durian. 
Here barbed 
wire, 
sharp 
bamboo stakes and hedges of 
red hibiscus gird Durian or­ 
chards that earn their owners 
an average 25 U.S. dollars a 
tree. 
“ We keep a guard out all 
night during the season but the 
thieves come in trucks and we 
lose some anyway,” says farm­ 
er Pien Hinyu, whose crop this 
year should bring in 15,000 U.S. 
dollars — about 75 times the 
national average income. 
“ We eat them every day our­ 
selves, and those we can’t sell 
we give to friends before they 
go bad,” he says. “ The money 
isn’t as important as the enjoy­ 
ment.” 
In the countryside a small 
Durian sells for as little as $1 
at the little roadside stands 
where the proprietor will save 
you the lacerous task of splitt­ 
ing the spiny husk and serve 
you a cracked cup of jasmine 
water to wash down your in­ 
vestment. 
The first look inside a Durian 
is dismaying, rather like open­ 


ing a coconut and finding a 
pancreas. But those who can 
survive the smell and the ap­ 
pearance learn first-hand the 
flavor that Western writers for 
centuries 
have 
burst 
their 
metaphors trying to describe. 
Since words cannot hope to 
capture that essence, here is a 
recipe — untested — for do-it- 
yourself Qurian: 
3 bananas 
2 egg yolks 
1 pinch powdered sulfur 
3 tablespoons limburger 
cheese 
1 clove garlic, mashed 
Vi lb. cream cheese for body 
1 shoelace for texture. 
Blend ingredients into a cus­ 
tard, mold around a horse 
chestnut and serve with appre­ 
hension.
